1 . (cun-ently amended) An extractor for removing tissue from an animal or human 
body cavity, said extractor comprising: 

a body having a leading end, a trailing end, and a lumen between said 
leading and trailing ends; 

a mid-longitudinal axis passing through said lumen of said body; 

a dilator at said leading end of said body being movable between an 
unexpanded position and an expanded position, said dilalor having a single leaf 
adapted to be rolled at least in part around the mid-longitudinal axis of said 
extractor and 

a guide surface configured to engage an instalment inserted through said 
lumen, said guide surface being adapted to move at least a portion of said dilator 
away from the mid-longitudinal axis of said extractor upon engagement with the 
Instmment, said ouide surface having a portion overivino :^ ju nction between said 
body and said dilator . 

2. (original) The extractor of claim 1 , wherein said guide surface overiies at least 
one of said body and said dilator. 

Claim 3 (cancelled). 

4. (original) The extractor of claim 1 , wherein said dilator includes a shank attached 
thereto, said shank having at least a portion of said guide surface formed 
thereon, said guide surface including a surface deviatton being adapted to 
engage the Instrument. 

5. (original) The extractor of claim 4, wherein said shank is v/elded to said dilator 

6. (original) The extractor of claim 4, wherein said shank is attached to a portion of 
said body. 
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7. (original) The extractor of claim 4, wherein said shank Includes a key-way 
adapted to engage with a key to roll said leaf at least in part around the mid- 
longitudinal axis of said extractor. 

8. (original) The extractor of claim 1 . wherein said dilator includes an interior 
portion, said guide surface including a surface deviation formed on said interior 
portion of said dilator. 

9. (original) The extractor of claim 1 . wherein said leaf is metallic. 

10. (original) The extractor of claim 1 , wherein said leaf is biased at least in part 
towards the expanded position. 

1 1 . (cunrently amended) An extractor for removing tissue from an animal or human 
body cavity, said extractor comprising: 

a body having a leading end, a trailing end, and-a I jmen between said 
leading and trailing ends , and a depth stop : 

a mid-longitudinal axis passing through said lumen of said body; 

a dilator at said leading end of said body being movable between an 
unexpanded position and an expanded position; 

a collar having an opening and being movable relajve to said body along 
the mid-longltudlnal axis of said extractor, said body being adapted to pass 
through said opening in said collar; and 

a retainer attached to said collar, said retainer being adapted to retain 
said dilator In the unexpanded position until said depth stcjp contacts said collar 
and.said body passes through said opening in said collar to move the dilator 
towards the expanded position. 

1 2. (currently amended) The extractor of claim 1 1 , wherein said depth stop hasG oBaf 
has a shoulder adapted to contact a proximal portion of s aid colla r a - cannu l a . 

13. (currently amended) The extractor of claim 12, wherein said body has a length 
from said depth stop to said dilator and said collar and said retainer have a 
combined lenoth along a central lonaitudinal axis coaxial with said opening of 
said collar, the length from said depth stop to said dilator being approximately 
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the same as the combined length of said collar and said retainer has a shouldor 
proximat e said trai li ng e nd, said 6 h <£ Hi t 4 e r of eaid tx)dy be i ng adapted to li mit 
insert i on of said e xtractor through a - eannula .

20. (currently amended) A method for rennoving tissue from an animal or human 
body cavity, the method comprising the steps of: 

providing an extractor having a dilator movable beti^een an unexpanded 
position and an expanded position, the dilator being made? of a material that is 
biased at least in part toward the expanded position ^ the extractor having an 
Interior surface with a surface deviation : 

inserting the extractor through a cannula and at least in part into the body 

cavity; 

releasing the dilator to move at least in part toward the expanded position; 
engaging the surface deviation a portion of the extnictor with an instrument 
to further move the dilator toward the expanded position; and 
removing tissue from the t)ody cavity. 

21 . (original) The method of claim 20. further comprising the (;tep of engaging the 
tissue with the Instrument, the step of engaging the portion of the extractor being 
performed before the step of engaging the tissue. 

22. (original) The method of claim 20. wherein the extractor h.as a mid-longitudinal 
axis, the step of engaging including moving the instrument substantially parallel 
to the mid-longitudinal axis of the extractor to engage the extractor to further 
move the dilator toward the expanded position. 

23. (new) An extractor for removing tissue from an animal or human body ca\^ty, 
said extractor comprising: 

a body having a leading end, a trailing end, and a lumen between said 
leading and trailing ends; 

a mid-longitudinal axis passing through said lumen of said body; 
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a dilator at said leading end of said body being mo /able between an 
unexpanded position and an expanded position, said dilator having a single leaf 
adapted to be rolled at least in part around the mid-longitudinal axis of said 
extractor; and 

a guide surface configured to engage an instrument inserted through said 
lumen, said guide surface being adapted to move at least a portion of said dilator 
away from the mid-longitudinal axis of said extractor upon engagement with the 
instrumen t, said dilator including a shank attached thereto, said shank having at 
least a portion of said guide surface formed thereon, said guide surface including 
a surface deviation being adapted to engage the instrume nt. 

24. (new) The extractor of claim 23. wherein said shank is welded to said dilator 

25. (new) The extractor of claim 23, wherein said shank is atbsiched to a portion of 
said body. 

26. (new) The extractor of claim 23, wherein said shank Inclules a key-way adapted 
to engage with a key to noil said leaf at least in part around the mid-longitudinal 
axis of said extractor. 

27. (new) The extractor of claim 23, wherein said leaf is meta lie. 

28. (new) The extractor of claim 23, wherein sakJ leaf is biased at least in part 
towards the expanded position. 
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
